Washington, .Inn.' LIT —In response to 
a ret] lies) en bled the wiir depart uient by 
the governor general of the Philippines in 
[behalf of the Kussiun Admiral lOuqiust 
to be allowed to return his sick and 
wounded officers and men. upon giving 
'their parole uol to engage in hostilities 
during the war anil !u he allowed to 
bring certain material for repairing the 
damaged ships, the secretary sent the 
(following cable: "You may allow the 
.Russian admiral to embark his sick and 
wounded officers and men on Russian 
hospital ship upon their giving parole 
not to eugnge in hostilities during -war. 
You may also allow them to tiring from 
(Shanghai material for repairing vessels, 
such as cordage, sail cloth, waste nnd oil 
for machinery etc.: but the vessels are 
still to remain in internment." 



THE NORWEGIAN CRISIS. 

Uneasy Feeling That Swedish People 
May Not Accopt Policy of Peace. 

ChrlBtlanla. June 23.— The feeling 
aroused m Stockholm against King 
Oscar and the Swedish government 
has caused some uneasiness; here. 
There Is anxiety lest the riksdag 
should yield to this feeling and revoke 
the conciliatory policy outlined by 
King Oscar; but among those In- 
formed it Is believed the majority of 
the members of the riksdag will re- 
main llrm and follow up the policy of 
peace. 

The movement among Norwegians 
In the United States to petition Presi- 
dent Roosevelt asking him to recog- 
nize the Independence of Norway Is 
favorably commented on here. It Is 
pointed out that many American citi- 
zens who were born in Norway are 
now anxious to rally to the support of 
their country. 

A despatch from Stockholm to t lie 
National Tidende says that President 
Rams ted t has tendered his resignation 
but that King Oscar, backed up by 
members of the cabinet, has requested 
him to withdraw it.

Vessel Built Half a Century Aao 
Picked up Yesterday by 
Sound Tug. 



Aorennl Sails for Australia With 
a Big Cargo— Princess 
May Sails. 



! The old brig Tanner, built lmlC a cen- 
tury ago at Smalltown, New York, was 
picked up oft t'liu west coast of Vancou- 
ver island yesterday by one of 'he tugs 
of the I'uget .Sound .Tugboat Company 
imd towed to the Sound in a waterlogged 
condition. The old brig, ever in trouble 
' — it has become a habit of marine ob- 
Hervers at coast signal stations to report 
"Brig Tanner in distress" — was bound 
from Mttkilteo with a, cargo of lumber 
(or San Francisco, and when on her way 
down the coast she encountered heavy 
storms which caused her to leak. In a 
waterlogged condition, with her manning 
the pumps, the old brig was carried 
north toward the rocky coast of Vancou- 
ver island and on Thursday evening the 
Tanner was sighted off Cape Beale by 
Liigktkeeper I'atcrson, who sent word to 
Seattle of the craft's predicament and 
tugs were given orders to search for the 
derelict. Seven men of tho brig's crew 
came ashore near Cape Beale on Thurs- 
day evening, but ultimately returned to 
the vessel, presumably with the intention 
of working Jier into Barkloy sound. The 
Tanner was owned by W. Newhull of Sc- 
uttle until a short time ago. She was 
recently btranded at l'ort Angeles and 
(-hanged owners after being salved. The 
brig is one of tlio few survivors of old- 
time coasters, such as the old .lane M. 
Fa lk en berg, towed into Ksiiuimalt a 
derelict live?- or six years ago. She is a 
small craft of 201 tons gross, 121) feet 
long, 21). 7 feet beam and 11.7 feel deep.

FOUR WERE DROWNED. 

Party Which Stole Sloop Ommoni 
Lost in Vicinity of Mayno Island. 

Steamer Iroquois, which is running to 
the Gulf islands anil Nanaimo from Sid 
ney, brought further details of the loss 
of the stolen sloop Ommoni, of Nnnainio, 
and the drowning of the four who stole 
her, as briefly told in yesterday's Colo- 
wist. The Iroquois brought news thai 
the sloop enpsized near Mavue island on 
Monday. 

On Sunday night last the Ommoni was 
stolen from her anchorage near Depar- 
ture bay, and was discovered Tuesday 
capsized, sails set, drifting in the (!ulf 
between Mayne ami Vnldez islands by 
Koine Indians and towed into Cowichan 
f;ap. A skiff was still fast to the sloop, 
tilled with water. It is certain that the 
men aboard the sloop were drowned, as 
bad they escaped it would have been in 
the small boat. In the gale that was 
blowing for 15 hours after the sloop dis- 
appeared, it is likely the boat capsized, 
throwing the men into the water far 
from shore, aud that it was impossible 
for them to hold on to the keel of the up- 
turned boat until their plight was discov- 
ered. 

The name of but one of the victims 
is known, lie was a young lad of about 
IS, named Stewart. He had been on 
Sunday paid off from the bark Don, dis- 
charging at Departure bay. In the even- 
ing he appeared at Shaw's boat house 
and secured a skiff, saying he was going 
to the Don to get his dunnage, and that 
lie intended to join the Wellington at 
Lndysmith the next .morning. 

He went to the ship, as subsequently 
shown, and secured his clothing, and was 
sesj* ashore with a couple of strangers. 
Abouc 11 o'clock that night Thomas Boy- 
ard. a fisherman, came into the bay and 
anchored his sloop, going ashore to the 
i'inkun. He returned an hour later Inn 
the sloop had disappeared.

COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 

i Mr. V. Danvers Power, an Australian 
special contributor to the Now York lSn- 
IgiueerinK and Mining .lotirnal, writes in 
the issue of June 15 of that publication 
on the subject of compulsory arbitration, 
giving experience of the Arbitration Acl 
of New 'South Wales, which came into 
force in that state in 11)02. His review 
of the results achieved under that act is 
of interest in British Columbia, nartieu- 
flarly as compulsory arbitration has from 
[time to time been tinted as desirable, 
whenever 'labor dilllculties have arisen in 
Hits Province. 

, Mr. Power first brieliy summarizes 
tome of the advantages enjoyed by A us- 
Itralia, which is, lie says, in many re- 
spects, a fortunate country, and yet, this 
3i»t withstanding, it is '"not such a desir- 
able country to live m as one would 
expect, lor the reason that those respon- 
sible for making our laws have made 
grievous blunders. The labor politicians 
aire numerically in the minority, but too 
often they hold the balance of power, 
and so succeed in passing bills to further 
their ends, tho n vowed aim of which is 
communism, which, so long as human 
nature exists, means that the industrious 
man works for the loafer." 

Dealing with the general aspect of the 
question. Mr. Power is of opinion thnt 
|t.he attitude of the labor party has done 
more than anything else to drive capital 
out of Australia, and to prevent fresh 
capital from coming In. The action of 
the "laborites," he declares to be in most 
cases d<ie to their ignorance of history 
and the elements of political economy. 
Their desire to increase the sum of hu- 
man happiness he regards as commend- 
able, but the way they propose to do it 
is. he thinks, likely to defeat their ob- 
ject. Private enterprise is discouraged, 
while freedom and justice are doomed, 
and there is no stimulus for a man i" 
doJiis best so Ion- us good and bail work- 
men are lo have a uniform wage. The 
result must be that, though wages may 
become higher for a few, the older, weak- 
er nu«l slower persons will be thrown out 
<if work; and, as they cannot be all eve, I 
to starve, it means that the workers inn-: 
keep | hem. and it will take more than 
the extra wages they earn to keep -'< 
many in idleness. Among the results will 
be an aggravation of the position by tiie 
fact that money will not have the same 
purchasing power, markets will be linii 
ted and production reduced, capitalists 
•will not lend money lo such people I I'm-, 
iwtirking on an iitibusinessdikc basis, 



force, that gives satisfaction to neither 
side. The transference of the manage 
nuent of private business from the own- 
ers and vesting it in a court that cannot 
ipossibly understand all the details of the 
(Various trades it has to deal with, lias 
(resulted in much confusion. As long as 
judgment is given in favor of the em- 
ployed they are satisfied; but when it is 
against them, they threaten to apply to 
the High court, 'and if that fails, they 
will invoke the aid of the iState Legisla- 
ture to alter the act, and as a last re- 
source they tire prepared to organize a 
vast industrial strike. 

The writer of the article proceeds to 
show the powerlessness of the court to 
enforce its decisions against the unions, 
which in many cases have no funds, and 
when they 'happen to have money the 
officials publicly repudiate the acts of 
their members while privately encourag- 
ing them. The article concludes as fol- 
lows: "The number of applications to 
the Arbitration court, which affect thou- 
sands of workers and large amounts of 
capita'!, indicate the extent of industrial 
unrest in New South Wales. Many of 
the dilllculties that have arisen have been 
caused by the Arbitration Act, which is 
having the effect just opposite to what 
was intended; ami when one considers 
the discontent, time, money and energy 
that have been spent over the working 
of this piece of legislation, it is quest bill- 
able whether, after all. more mischief 
has not taken place than if men hail 
actually struck in the old-fashioned way. 
The workmen of tireat Britain and the i 
United States of America show their 
good sense in voting against compulsory 
arbitration."
